Now in Danger 


Towns Put Unoccupied Land 
| to Good Use 


Holly Declared Disappearing 


From America

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16. (Exclusive) 
Now is the season of the year when 
the discussion again begins as to 
whether or not there is danger of the 
supply of Christmas trees being de- 
pleted. Many local civic clubs have

P. L. Ricker president of the Na- 
tional Wild Flower Preservation 80- 
clety. says in a recent article that 
“Several States have endeavored to

ine the trees from taxation for a defi- 

nite perio. of years or until sales 
have actually been made. 

“And at pres nt a government com- 
mission is making a study of such 
laws,” he says, “with a view to rec- 
ommending a satisfactory model law 
to encourage tree planting. 

“In Masachusetts the town forest 
movement is receiving excellent sup- 
port. and where local land is avail- 
a for the purpose, it offers oppor- 
Sanity for obtaining not only a con- 
stant Christmas tree supply, but for 
netting the town an excellent profit 
either for improvements or for re- 
duction of taxes. Town forests 
stould ina few years be self-sup- 
po ng. In many places, particularly 


in Burope where the movement has 


long been in practice, they have re- 
sulted in freeing the town from debt 
Or taxes, or both.” 
HOLIDAY GREENS 
While the Christmas tree prob- 


len does not appear to be such a 
‘serious One, warnings have been is- 


sued against the ruthless and need- 
less cutting of Christmas green’, such 
as holly, laurel and crowfoot. Moun- 
tain laure. has always been a wild 
material much used for decorations 
at all seasons of the year. It has 
been & abundant in many sections 
of the East that farmers often re- 
earded it as a pest. Bushes cut back 
nearly to the ground often t out 
several three-foot shoots thin

Now it is said that it has become 
rare in most parts of Northern New 
England, although it rapidly increases 
in abundance toward the south.

Commercial considerations, the logical 
drift of a pation of shopkeepers, caused 
the British government to recognize Red 
Russia; and commercial considerations are 
bringing about «a conferenee tor the pur- 
pose of grarting official recognition, in re 
turn for exceptionally favorable trade 
agreements, to Red China. 

Perhaps it is the commercial iagstinct 
which causes ber to view the Orient as & 
still more profitable field for exploitation 
than it was before the Cantonese Com- 
muniste gained the mastery of the south- 
ern half of the Chinese republic. 

Another consideration may be that Brit- 
ain believes in the ultimate dominance of 
all China by the Red invaders and that, not 
having any semblance of govermment with 
which to deal in that territory for some 
‘years, she is no longer particular whether 
she deals with a sovietised China or a true 
republic, so long as there is a sovernment 
of some sort with which to make treaties 
at all favorable to herself and carry on her 
oriental trade as of yore. That trade has 
been so yattered about of late by beycot- 
tors and pirates, and so little of it really 
remains, that to regain it on any terms 


zus seems to Oe the main concern of the Brit- 


ish at present. 


As reported from Shanghai, the negotia- 
tions of Miles Lampson, the British Min- 
ister, with the southern government offi- 
clais at Hankow, and with Japan, are a 
move to bring about a division of China 
between the Peking faction and the Can- 
tonese.
